In all of the discussion about the state of 
the economy of the Upper Peninsula, the need 
for government aid to spur the region’s lagging 
growth rate and the drafting of programs to 
accelerate the Peninsula’s economic development, 
some of the economically healthy aspects of the 
land above the Straits are simetimes obscured. 
Tile White Pine Copier Co. in Ontonagon 
County is a case in point. This copper mine, mill 
and smelter, which went into operation in 1953, 
have made a substantial contribution to the Up­ 
per Peninsula’s economy ever since. 
A group of Panax Corp. officials who toured 
the facilitv were greariv increased with the ro­ 
bust condition of the White Pine complex. 
Tile company currently emuloys 2,706 work­ 
ers. thus qualifying as the second largest em­ 
ployer in the Upper Peninsula. Tile size of its 
work force is exceeded only by that of the Cleve- 
land-Oiffs Iron Co., which presentlv employs 
about 3.200 in the various properties it operates 
on tL* Marquette Range. 
The White Pine payroll amounts to a total 
of about *21 million spread over a wide area of 
the western Coner Peninsula and northern Wis­ 
consin. White Pine workers come from Ontona­ 
gon, Gogebic. Houghton, Baraga, Trop and Ke­ 
weenaw counties in Michigan and from Ashland, 
Mias. Forest and Iron counties in Wisconsin. 
The company spends another $40 million 
annually on other costs, principally taxes and 
purchases of materials and services. 


White Pine’s growth has been so vigorous 
that the company’s biggest problem is recruiting 
employes. Located in an area that is remote and 
sparsely populated, the company has been hav­ 
ing difficulty finding enough workers to meet 
its needs. In an effort to help alleviate this prob­ 
lem, White Pine officials are seeking to expand 
the White Pine townsite housing protects, a new' 
shopping center and recreation facilities. They 
hope that this will attract additional employes 
by reducing the necessity for commuting. 


The executive vice nreaident a n d general 
manager of the White Pine Copper Co. is John 
M. Haivala. a native of Ishpeming and former 
official of the Cleveland-Cliffs Iron Co. there. 
He is a young and dynamic engineer-executive 
w'ho reflects the confidence of management in 
the future of the Wrhite Pine Mining Co. and 
the western Upper Peninsula. 
"Although White Pine Copper Co. is a rela­ 
tively young company,” Haivala has said, "it 
has succeeded in its few short years in becom­ 
ing one of the country’s leading copper produc­ 
ers. It has succeeded because of continuing ef­ 
forts by our people in three areas — production 
efficiency, safety and research.” 
TTie company, whose White Pine Mine is 
the second largest underground copper mine 
in the United States, is reputed to be one of the 
most progressive mining companies in the world. 
This, coupled with w’hat Haivala called "un­ 
limited ore reserves ” holds promise of steady 
growth in the years ahead. The mine produc­ 
tion now is rated at 25,000 tons of copper ore 
per day. 
"We’re looking to expansion to 32,000 tons 
per day and possibly to 39,000 tons.” Haivala 
•aid. "We have no intention of remaining status 
quo.” 
More of that attitude would be welcomed 
across the entire Upper Peninsula.

Eyed By Burch 


WASHINGTON <AP> — Fed­ 
eral Communications 
Commis­ 
sion Chairman Dean Burch, dis­ 
claiming any idea of trying to 
muzzle commentators, says he 
will continue to seek out tran­ 
scripts of television news com­ 
mentaries. 
“ ‘I have a lot of interest in 
things that go out on the televi­ 
sion 
without 
necessarily 
sug­ 
gesting that I propose to do any­ 
thing about it,” Burch added in 
an interview. 
Burch, in one of his first acts 
after taking office on Oct. 31, 
telephoned TV network heads 
for transcripts of commentaries 
on President Nixon’s Nov. 3 
speech on Vietnam. 
Any suggestion that he and 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
are trying to destroy the net­ 
works is “a bunch of hooey,” 
Burch said. Agnew has attacked 
what he termed “instant analy­ 
sis and querulous criticism.” 
Burch slid he has 
not pro­ 
posed to do anything about the 
commentary. His purpose for 
reading the transcripts is “real­ 
ly a m atter a f information more 
than anything else,” he added. 
Burch also said he may seek 
v o lu n ta ry 
industry cooperation 
in an effort to curb obscenity 
problems on television and ra­ 
dio.
